) great: cost. Second, they should be well 
lighted to facilixate the work of feeding, 
In very cold sections it may be well to 
bave two thicknesses of giass with an air 
apace betweenthem. Third, they must be well 
ventilated, This is easily accomplished by 
hating box ventilators run from the ground 
up the walle inside and under, the roof to 
the ridge of the same. Fourth, they should 
haremore or less room for storing the food 
overhead-—more will be much better than 
lew. Fifth, coavenience in feedin should 
| be atudied. When the sheds are o long in 
shape, it is veually convenient for the 
feeder to be able to run acardown a 
sage in the center on each side of which 
the mangers are pest The car may be 
simply a cart with there wheels, and a box 
for holding there food. And sixth, there 
should bean arrangement of the deors 
which would admit of easy access to team 
and wagon forthe purpose of femovin 
the manure, 

Such an arrangement would be labor 
saving in aa eminent degree as sompared 
with atali-feeding. There would be no 
cleaning of the stables, no tying or untying 
of the cattle to let them out for exercise or 
to take water, and no difficulty in keepin 
them free from an accumulation of filt 
about the hips, as there ia sometimes with 
animals tied in the atall. But of course, 
they would need te be plentifully supplied 
with bedding from day to day, 

Bat one of the greatest advantages of 
feeding cattle thua arises from the fine 
— of the manure. The litter, the 

toppings, and the liquid portions are 
| blended in the moat eective manner pos- 
| sible, — islost. The manure tous 
made may be drawn to the fields at once 
Whenever desired, for in the sheds it 
would never freeze, sheds in which manure 
freezes would be too cold for cattle that 
were being fattened. Such manure could 
be ppliad witheat & particle of losa in the 
manurial constituents, Some feeders en- 
gece in the work chiefly for the sake of the 
manure which it furnishes them. They 
have learned by experience that the fer- 
tility thas obtained has rendered great 
service to them in conducting the ordinary 
operations of thefarm. Of course, it is very 
desirable to haves profit in addition to the 
manure, and thie can usually be obtained 
where judgment is used in buying the 
cattle for teeding and also in feeding them.

The Laicat Idea Adopted by the Heapitals 
of Herlin. 


Bicycles long since passed the stage of 
being mere instromenta of reaction and 
every day brings forth some practical and 
useful application of the steel steed. The 
military authorities of France have admit- 
ted ite value for certain purposes, 

Tricy have already made their ap- 
pearance on the streets of New York,as safe, 
rapid and easily-propelled delivery carta. 
Another year or two may find the bulk of 


the delivery oY dry goods, groceries, 
provisions and alflight merchandise done 
im the cities by means of tricycles. There 
are twenty patterna of thease vehicles on 
the market oow, 

The very latest development of a cycle 
idea is an ambulance for use in cities, which, 
is the invention of Dr. Hoeniz,of Berlin, The 
doctor styles bia machine a bir vam on 
account of ite softness and mode of locomo- 
tion, Ithes been adopted by the great 
hospitals and also by the Sanitary Com- 
missioners of the German capital, 
latter superintend “stations” in every part 
of the city where victims of accidenta 
receive preliminary treatment at the hands 
of physicians, A velocipede ambulance is 
attached to every one of the stations, and 
experience proves it to be far anperior to 
the ordinary horse ambulance heretofore 
used,

Some persons sre never aileeted by the 
Poison, but each attack renders ite ¥ 
more sueveptible, and some are even affect. 
ed at times by air that has blown over i . 
eapecially if the plant has been recently 
out,

almost black with the dried juice, and we 
used occasionally to “wash” our hands and

Thunder and Lightning. 

If you see a flash of lightning you will 
net be struck by it. The chances are 
largely against your being struck by 
the next. It is wise, however, not to 
make yourself a convenient means of 
escape for electricity on its way to the 
ground. Therefore do not sit or stand 
by an open window or door nor in any 


place where there isa strong draught.’ 


Lightning is more dangerous before the 
rain begins, for the rain helps to carry 
it tothe ground. If out-of-doors do not 
seek shelter under a tree or in a barn. 


A recent report sent out by the govern-| 
ment states that the popular belief that! 


barns are struck more frequently than 
other buildings and are particularly 
liable to disaster when filled with hay, 
is correct. The fact is accounted for 
principally by the strata of warm air 
which a well filled barn generates. It 
may ¢lso be due to the absence of crops 
in the fields, for each stalk a 
miniature lightning rod.

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MOB RULE IN THE SOUTH. 


How Justice Is Metea @ut tn the South 
erm Statics, 


An American journal has compiled the 
following list of moo executions that have 
ocourred in the Southern States during one 
month (June) of this year: - 

Negro, unnamed ; Rayville, La., June 2, 
shot, charge, attempt to assault,

In an elaborate “eeries of experiments 
petformed under the direction of the Mich- 
ivan Board of Health some yeare ago, it 
Waa proven by experiment with lamps that 
an explosive mixture thay form and the 
lamp may explode while the body ef oil in 
the lamp ia not above 85° F, . The tem 
perature of the body of oil in the lamp is 
not the only factor to he comsidered, because 
diferent parte of the lamp become very 
unequally heated. If you will touch the brass 
collar of a lamp which has been burning 
tor some time you will find it quite hot,eud 
the tube supporting the wick ie atill more 
strongly heated, The formation of vapor 
will be detormined by the hottest part of 
the lamp which comes in contact with the 
oil, 

Accidents moat always result froma lack 
of care. The causes of explosion may be 
arranged under the following heads ; 

1. Rapidly carrying or moving a lamp, 
80 a8 to agitate the oil, causes a mixture of 
vapor and air to make ite escape from the 
lamp in close proximity tothe fame, This 
escaping mixture may ignite and produce 
anh explosion of the mixture in the reser- 
voir, 

2. An imperfectly closed filling aperture 
in the lamp reservoir favors explosions, as 
it favors the formation of the vapor and air 
mixture just mentioned, 

3, A sudden cooling of the lamp,owing 
to expogure to a draught, may give rise to 
an inrush of air, whereby. the air space in 
the reset voir is char with a highly ex- 
plosive mixture, and the flame of the lamp 
may at the same time be torced into the air 
space. Blowing down the chimney to 
extinguish the lamp has the same effect, 
and it the wick be lowered very much, or 
the flame otherwise much reduced in size, 
the lamp may become heated, and ite aus. 
ceptibility to the effects described corres. 
pondingly increa Explosion in these 
cases ie favored by\the aur being 
charred wiek, by the 
wick not being long enough to reach the 
bottom of the oil yeservoir, and by the 
lamp being burned until the surface of the 
oil is scarcely level/with the end of the 
wick, 

4, The accidental dropping of the barn- 
ing wick into the oil reservoir isa fruitful 
sources of explosigna, 


Recipe for Cider. 

An old recipe for making oider, rans as 
follows :—Firet putyour cider into a hogs. 
head, and let it stand till it begina to 
work and raises the pomace on top. Then 
draw off your cider and take one pint of 
elly of cattl e or hogs feet, put it into four 
quarta of cider, putit overthe fire and 
make it about blood warm. Mix it with 
your’ hands well together and pat about 
one quart of that into « barrel and shake it 
well together. Let itstand about two days, 
and then draw off your cider again and put 
about four paile of that into your barrel. 
Tien burn « match of brimstone in your 
barrel, keeping the bung stopped tight. 
When it ia burnt out, take out your match 
end keep it stopped tightand shake it well 
together, Then draw off che reat of your 
cider that you have manufactured and fill 
up your barrel. Putin one quart of cider 
brandy to @ barrel and one ounce of isin« 
gises to three. barrels, well dissolved ia 
cider. Add half a pound of brimstone to a 
hogehead, When this is done let your 
cask stand still til the month of March, 
then draw it off again. To make the cider 
good, always have your casks clean ; new 
ones are beat, Brandy butte anewer the 
purpose well, 


All About Apples. 


Now that apples seem to be the only as 


sured general fruit, it will be in place to 
give a few directions aato their preparation. 

et us begin with an old-fashioned apple 
pie; One pound of prepared flour, three. 
tourths pound of butter, ice water enough 
to make a stiff dough. Pare, core and slice 
juicy pippin apples, pot a layer within the 
crust, sprinkle sugar plentifully over and 
add a sprinkle of any best liked: spices, 
either ciovea, nutmeg or cinnamon, Then 
repeat another layer of apple, etc., until | 
the dish is full. Adda top crust and bake | 
five minutes with a moderate fire. To be} 
eaten warm. 

Boiled Apples— Place slayer of Baldwins 
or any fair-exinced variety in the stew pan, 
witha quarter of an inch of water, Add 
balf-a cap of sugar to #:x good sized apples, | 
and boil until the apples are thorouzhly 
cooked and the syrup nearly thick enough 
for jelly. Do pot peel them; the sinus 
contain ® very large abare of the jeliy- 
making substance and impart a flavor im- 
possible to obtailh otherwise 
apples are a very pelatable dish, Try 
them. 

Boiled Cider Apple “auce.—Take one 
bushel of eweet apples and one gallon of 
boiled cider. Put the cider into » brass or 
tin boiler, Wash and drain the apples, 
add to the cider and cover tight. Two 
hours are required for cooking. Cook 
lowly and steadily and donot atir while 
cooking. is 

Apple Jelly.—Take ripe, soand apples 
out inom, temove the seeds and cover with 
cold water. Let boil until quite pulpy, 
then drain them through a new jelly bag. 
Teo every pint of liquor add one peund of 
sugar, To prevent it boiling over keep it 
skimmed, Lift the skimmer era ay a 
trom the pan, and when the jelly fal

The Canadian Bankers’ Associa- 
tion of Winnipeg has received the 
balance of the crop estimates from 
its various correspondents through- 
out Manitoba. The last statement 
was compiled from the average of 
reports of some ninety dqorrespond- 
ents. The reports from 123 have 
been received, and from these the 
avetage crop of wheat is struck at 
27.09 bushels to the acre. The ex-

bushels ; total, 60,636,402 bushels.

The first shipment of new wheat 
was made by the Lake of the Woods 
Milling Company, from Gretna to 
Keewatin, the consignment consist- 
ing of one car load. The wheat 
was delivered by Alex. Smith, a 
Gretna farmer, and graded No. 1 
hard, Mr. Smith's crop vielded 35 
bushels to the acre. New wheat 
has also been marketed at Stockton.

country has been steady and raped during 
the past qparter of « century, and tha 
next to Brazil it is now the most pepuloa 
‘ae it ie the most prosperous, of ail the 
countries of South America, 

When the last Argentine census was 
saken twenty -tive pears ago, the population 
Waa 1,737,000, bat within thet time it hae 
risen to 4,750,000, according to the atatieay 
ties of Ube new census. The increase has 
been over 3,000,000, and it is going on, in 
these years, at a rate surpassing that of 
any previous period in Argentine history, 
This ie @ remarkable record, without « 
parallel in the snmais of South America, 
The pupolation greatly exceeds that of 
Chili, with ite 3,000,000 inhabitants, or 
that of Peru, or Venezuela, or Bolivia, or 
Co ambia, while itia three or four times 


_ than that of the lesser republica, 
Sevador, Paraguay, and Uraguay. It ie 


‘ooe-third as large as that of Brazil, the 


most mportant of all the countries 6f the 
South American Continent. Since the 
year of the cenaus preceding that of this 
summer Argentine has taken its place next 
to Brazil, 

The great growth of population is due in 
large measures to immigration from Kuar« 
ope, which Argentina has taken every 
means to promote, Over one-tifth of the 
inhabitants are of fore birtt, mostly 
Italiana, French, and Spaniards and there 
are also & large number [ef Germans 
and English, The Italiane have re. 
sponded most readily to the  mduce- 
ments held out te them by the Argen- 
tine Government ; and though that part, 
of the census in which the people are 
elaseified by races bas not yet been received, 
it is safe to eatimate that about one-eight 
of toem, or perhaps a greater tion, 
‘are icaleea if rs a_i hall contin ne 
to increase At the rate it hasincreased in 
recent years, Argentina will be far more 
largely Italian than any other part of the 
world outside of Italy. The climate is 
especially acoeptable to the Italian. The 
natives of France there mast number a 
quarter of « million, and those of Spain 
half that number. It is by the three chief 
Latin races of Europe that Argentina has 
been popalated. 

The Indians of the country, who are yet 
numerous, are chiefly of Arancenian des- 
cent ; and they are allowed to retain many 
of the rights, and —_— ¢a which they, 
possessed belcre the white races came 
among them . 

At the time of the taking of thie years 
census, the population of the city of Buenos 
Ayres had advanced beyond 600,000, It 
in by far the largeat of Argentine cities.

CANADA'S MODEL SEA SERPENT.

The latest sea serpent story showa a 
ehange of habitat on the part of the monater, 
From Black Lake, on the soutit side of the 
St. Lawrence, the source of the reports has 
been transferred to Lake Wayagamack 
situated between the Lake St. John Rail.

One shot only seemed to take effect. 4s it 
wtruck the serpent, it gave a louder hiss 
than usual and sank out of sight. 

The lake near shore soon after became 
discolored with tlood. Roy and the guides 
remained watching for hours, hoping that 
the dead bedy of the monster woud rise to 
thesurface, They were doomed to disap- 
pointment. 

The incident has given rise to great 
excitement among the scattered people of 
the St. Maurice region, and some of the

Take the last howra, for 
example, of Bishop James Hannington, 
Bishop of Equatorial Alriga, who came to 
hie death om Get, 29, 1985. 

In company with » large party, he was 
traversing Manai-land, when they were set 
upon by « band of ferocious Masai, The 
Bishop wan first enticed away from his 
party by afew harmleat-looking savage* 
led by s ewarthy and eenning Arab. As 
soon aa they had lured him a few 
foot off, he wae seized and dragged with 
almeat incredible ewiftness and bratality 
over the ground. At the same moment 
the shrieke and yelle of his friends and 
servants who were being ewept out of 
existence in « concerted attack came to his 
terrifiedears. Only four out of that party 
of fifty managed to eventually encaps, 

Such mercifal, sudden death was not for 
the brave old man,however. He was kept 
for eight dayein afilthy hut with little food 
and no comforts at all, every moment ex- 
pecting death,and at the end of thattime be 
waa led out to be killed, His men bad been 
putout of the world with spears, and he 
wae shot down like a dog with his own 
rifle, fret being prodded in the prewence of 
® howling circle of savages with flendish 
precision, 

Strange, pathetic, euffering old man, 
sitting there in the low and filthy but 
eight days and sight nights, uncomplain- 
ing, waiting only for the gates to come ajar. 

HE DID NOT FALTER 


as the time went ou, but wrote in thd little 
pocket diary he carried up to the very day 
on which he died, This diary later came 


inte the hands of « native at Uganda, 
from whom it was bought by ome of the 
Bishop's dearest friends.

Heard some loud yells and 
war ories and expected to be murdered, | 
simply turned over and said, ‘Let the 
Lerd do as He sees fit; I shall not make 
the slightest resistance. 

“The chief and about a handred of his 
wives came to feast their eyes on me in 
cruel curiosity.” 

The lastentry reads: ‘Fever fast de- 
veloping. A hyens howled near me last 
night, emelling « sick man, but I hope he 
is not to have me yet.” 


BRAINED BY A BINDO'Ss CLR, 


No less a martyr for religious truth was 
the Princetonian Levi Janvier,who, in 1864 
was struck down at Anadopore, in India,

barbarous Sepoys with Nana Sahib, that 
Nero of Modern days, at their head, Of 
Europeans in Cawapore, there were but 300 
fighting men, including the English otticers 
P the Sepoy regiments. The native forces, 
on the other hand, were 3,000 strong—shree 
infaatry regimente and a detachment of 
Bengal cavalry, 

Qn the evening of June 4, Nana Sahib 
issued his orders, The camp treasury was 
at once sacked, oll the ammunition possible 
taken and the artillery secured. A regi. 
ment of native foot and the Bengal cavairy 
men ntheattack, They werea little 
alter aided by the remaining regimentajand 
by high noon the next day the siege waa in 
fall operation. 


Within the camp there were 1,000 souls 
in ali, 465 of them being men (soldiers, 
citizens and missionaries), Ae day after 
day the siege went on the agony in the 
camp increased, The guna of the rebel 
hatives swept all over the fortified inclos-

VAST CHANGES IN RUSSIA. 


A Goverament Monopoly of the Ligaer 
Trade of the Great Empire, 


There haa recently been published an 
account of the new and reformed penal code 
for the Russian empire, which has been 
prepared by a Commission of jurists after 
fourteen years of labor upon it, and which 
will acon be promulgated by the Czar. The 
Russian Government has undertaken to 
carry out & mamber of other remarkable 
measures, which are at once massive and 
far reaching. 

The Minister of Finance has very nearly 
completed the task of putting the whole of 
the private railway systema of Russia under 
Government administration. Several years’ 
have been required for the execution of the 
project which Minister Witte determined 
to execute soon after he took office in 1892, 
The purpose ha been ateadily prosecuted, 
despite the obstractions which were en- 
countered ; the oo ons 800n ceased to 
offer resistance which could not be of avail 
in view of the big wielded by the Min. 
ister, under authority ef the Czar, 
Enormous reductions have already been 
made in the passenger and freight tariffs of 
the railroads brought under public admin- 
istration, and both the number and the 
speed of express trains on the trunk lines 
have been 

LARGELY INCREASED. 


The Goverument has aleo determined to 
hasten the work upon the great trana-Si. 
berian Railroad, which is to unite Se 
Petersbarg with Viadivostock, and which

liquors willbe underthe immediate direotion 
of public functionaries. The change thus 
provided for is extolled by an officia organ 
printed in St. Peteraburg, It says thar the 
abuses of the liquor traffic, from which the 
peasants suffer, wiil be dons away with, 
that drunkenness will be discouraged, that 
retail prices will be fixed by a just eatimate 
of the cost ef production, that pure liquors 
will be furnisned to the consumer,

It is the opinion of the Ministers of Finance 
and Agriculture that the imperial Govern. 
ment will cbtain far larger revenues 
through the monopoly of the liquor busi. 
ness than it has ever obtained from the

are useful chiefly because they induce 
le to drink more water, Moat 

a not drink maoegh water. Water is a 
powerful solvent of impurities, and itis 
more effoient in keeping the blood pure 
than all the blood-purifying medicines pur 
together. Such salts aa the mineral waters 
do contain are common enough and easily 
prepared in the laboratory. They are 
mostly common salt such as is used on the 
table and the salte of lime and ja, 

Ordinary distilled water char with 
carbonic acid gas ie quite as thful as 
any of the mineral water, People are 
very apt to find it disagreeably “ flat” and 
tasteless, This difficulty may be overcome 
by adding to each gallon ofit ten grains of 
bicarbonate of soda and t aty grains of 
citric acid, This renders it slightly 
ellervescent, charging it with a little 
carbonic acid gaa. 

Ships of war and merchani vessels ales 
nhowaday are provided with |apparatus tor 
distilling sea water, The modern mariner, 
unless he happens to be shipwrecked, has 
no oecasion to complain of “* Water, water, 
everywhere, and not « drop to drink.” 

Miveral waters may be manufactured 
easilyat home, To make « ceriain kind, 
take one gallon of distilled water and add 
to it eight grains of carbonate of lithia 
with twenty grains of tartaric acid. If 
you want another, add to one gallon of dis- 
tilled water four ounces of sulphate of 
magnesia, Stir itup, and there you are. 
You can make yourown effervescing citrate 
of magnesia by taking one gallon of dis- 
tilled water and adding to it an ounve of 
carbonate of magnesia with three ounces of 
citricacid, Put the acid in by degrees, ao 
as to prevent the too rapid giving off of gas, 

THE ONLY Direiceury 
ahout making mineral waters at home is 
that thay ought to be corked under pres. 
sure, In prodéding alatilled water there 
is no trouble whatever, as it contains 
neither salts nor germa.
